Interesting  arc  the  memorials  with 
which  the  church  al>ounds.  The  Cart- 
wrights  of  a  former  generation  are 
brought  tr>  mind  by  the  east  window  and 
the  marble  font,  which  stanils  in  a 
quaint  and  c<mvenient  baptistry  at  the 
west  enil.

The 
large  rose  window  over  the  b.iptistry, 
though  not  a  memorial,  is  tilled  with 
stained  glass,  very  chaste  and  beautiful, 
especially  when  the  subdued  rays  of  the 
westering  sun  stream  through  at  early 
evensong  like  a  divine  benediction  on 
another  closing  day.  Amongst  the  more 
recent  memorials  are  the  hanilsome 
eagle  lecturn.  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Miller,  and  a  carved  oak  litany  desk  to 
the  infant  daughter  of  F.  W.  French, 
formerly  licensed  lay-reader  ot  the 
parish. 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  feati're  of 
the  interior  decorations  is  the  brass 
parclosc  screen,  separating  the  chancel 
from  the   nave.

Much  it  due  to  the  late 
Archdeacon,  not  only  for  many  improve- 
nicnlt  and  additions  in  the  fabric  of  the 
church,  but  for  having  established  the 
Decimal  fund  for  carrying  the  heavy 
debt,  which  in  llio>e  days  seemed  to  par- 
alize  all  effort,  and  more  than  once 
threatened  the  church  with  the  ditcord- 
smt  nmsic  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer.

One  of  the  most  cherished  additions 
to  the  appointments  of  the  Church  is  the 
new  organ,  erecteil  a  year  ago,  having 
two  manuals,  sixteen  registers  and  six 
coniliination  stops,  l-'or  brilliancy,  rich- 
ness and  variety  of  tone  it  will  com|)are 
favorably  with  nwny  a  much  more  pre- 
tentious instrument.  It  stands  in  an 
oruan  chamber  opening  into  both  chan- 
iil  and  nave.  'I  he  case  of  quartcreil 
oak  carrying  illuminated  pipes  shows  a 
f.iie  in  both  direi-tions. 

The  church  is  decorated  in  poly- 
chrome. .\  band  in  the  form  of  a  scroll, 
illuiiiiiiated  in  .XV  century  style,  encir- 
cles the  nave  below  the  corbels.  Iwaring 
an  inscription  from  the  'Tiloria  in  Ex- 
celsis."  The  chancel  decorations 
are  teniiiorary  and  incomplete.  It  is  in- 
tended to  erect  a  Rrille  beivveen  the 
auxiliary  and  ritual  choirs,  and  a  cor- 
rcspondiuK  screen  in  the  oppf(sitc  side, 
exIendinK  i"  the  form  of  canopies  over 
the  choir  stalls.

now  of  the  diocese  of  Ottawa  but  rector 
of  this  parish  when  the  church  was 
built  in  i87,v  made  addresses  full  of 
happy  reminiscences.  Very  interesting 
cNtracts  from  the  old  vestry  book  were 
n-ad  by  the  rector.  Canon  Jarvis.  Time 
passed  so  quickly  that  when  the  hour 
came  for  refreshments  it  was  found 
necessary  to  omit  several  addresses,  ex- 
pected from  some  of  the  clergy  and  laity 
present.  Durini?  the  evening  views  of 
llie  old  church,  and  photographs  of  bis- 
hops and  clergy  connected,  more  or  less 
directly,  with  the  parish  in  days  gone 
by,  were  on  exhibition  and  were  appre- 
ciated. The  rector  produced  an  album 
in  which  it  is  intended  to  write  an  ac- 
count of  the  consecration  and  a  detail- 
history  of  the  parish.  By  way  of  a  pre- 
face all  present  were  invited  to  inscribe 
their  autographs  in  it.  Many  old  par- 
ishioners from  far  and  near  were  present 
and  letters  from  many  others  were  full 
of  congratulations.  Some  enclosed 
substantial  offerings  as  an  earnest  of 
good  will.

The  consecration  service  began  at 
lo.jo  next  morning,  the  form  used  being 
that  authorized  by  the  Provincial  Synod.

In  the  afternoon  the  visiting  clergy 
and  the  officials  of  the  church  were  en- 
tertained at  home  of  F.  F.  Miller,  late 
church  warden,  and  a  most  enjoyable 
function  it  was.  At  7.30  p.m.  the  Bis- 
hop  held  his   annual   visitation.    After 


Choral  SvensoiiK,  with  sermon  by  the 
Bishop,  26  candidates   were  confirmed. 

Napanee  cannot  claim  to  be  a  very 
old  parish.  Services  seem  to  have  been 
hdd  at  iregular  intervals  during  the 
early  part  of  last  century  by  the  Ven- 
erable S.  P.  G.  Missionary,  John  Lang- 
horn,  whose  headquarters  were  at  Bath, 
bat  whose  mission  extended  indefinitely 
"to  parts  adjacent"  and  some  were  a  long 
way  off.  The  old  vestry  book  at  Bath 
implies  that  there  was  some  kind  of 
church  organization  here  as  early  as 
1809,  but  it  could  not  have  been  perman- 
ent— as  the  entry — a  record  of  the  Eas- 
tff  vestry— goes  on  to  say  that  "no  war- 
<lens  seem  to  be  wanting  for  the  Big 
Brook,  Hay  Bay  and  Napanee  congre- 
gations." Simil&r  entries  occur  in  1810- 
181 1.  Certainly  at  the  time  there  was 
no  church  for  them  to  "ward." 

In  183 1,  however.  Rev.  Saltern  Giv- 
ens  was  appointed  missionary  to  the 
^lohawks  of  the  Tyendinaga  reserve, 
N'apanee  being  included  within  his  jur- 


isdiction. Ser-  ices  were  held  fortnightly 
in  an  old  school  house  that  stood  where 
the  Grand  Trunk  viaduct  crosses  the 
Kingston  road.  Mr.  Givens  was  pres- 
ent at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of 
the  present  church  and  spoke  of  these 
primitive  services.  He  told  how  the 
"precentor"  was  a  young  man  whose 
zeal  outran  his  skill  in  music  and  who 
turned  out,  later  on.  a  much  better 
authority  in  state  crafts  than  on  Psalm- 
ody—the late  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald. 
Mr.  Givens  was  incumbent  when  the 
first  church  was  consecrated  by  Bishop 
Strachan,  in  1840.  The  first  resident 
clergyman,  appointed  in  1840,  was  Rev. 
VVm.  B.  Lauder,  afterwards  Dean  of 
Ontario.  He  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  J. 
J.  Bogert  in  1862,  who  in  i88t  ex- 
changed parishes  with  Venerable  Arch- 
deacon Bedford  Jones,  the  rector  of  St. 
.Mban's,  Ottawa.  The  Archdeacon  be- 
came rector  of  Brockville  in  1890  and 
the  present  rector.  Canon  Jarvis,  was 
appointed  to  Napanee.
